Other Business. 


W. M. Griswold, who was chosen 


to fill the vacancy made by the resig- 
nation of E. H. Lahee from the board 
of trustees, took his place with the 
other members at the meeting Tues- 
day night. Among the important de- 
liberations of this meeting was the 
fixing of the allowance of the city clerk 
for the taking of the city assessment 
City Clerk A. M. Pence was allowed 
the sum of $175 for the making up of 
the assessment role. 
Andrew Me Al- 


len, who Is just finishing the work for 
the county in this territory, was depu- 
tized by the city clerk, with the ap- 
proval of the board, and will begin 
the city assessing at once. The ass- 
essment must be finished by the first 
of July. The amount allowed for this 
work was increased from $120, which 
was the original sum allowed when 
the city was first Incorporated. The 
work has more than doubled since 
that tide. 


An ordinance restricting travel on 


Center ptreet to teams carrying less 
than 30<jO pounds was adopted. Street 
Superintendent M. L. Mehnert report- 
ed that! Center street-would probably 
be reauy 10 be turned over to the city 
within two weeks. The work of mac- 
adamizing is 
practically 
completed, 


and every indication points toward the 
work being satisfactory. 


An ordinance fixing the dividing 


line of streets in the city was adopted. 
Citrus avenue is to be the dividing 
line from east to west and Badillo ave- 
nue from north to south. In designat- 
ing streets on either side of these di- 
viding streets the intersections must 
be preceded by the words north, south, 
east or west, as the case may be. 


The matter of the carrying of auto- 


mobile lights was brought up by Mr. 
Welch, and started a discussion re- 
garding the non.enforcement of the 
law. The sta.te law demands that 
-very automobile shall carry head and 
tail lights after sundown, and that 
notorcycles and bicycles be also pro- 
vided with lights. This law has never 
been enforced in Covina, and it was 
stated that some disastrous acciden 
may result from this carelessness. N 
instructions were given to the loca 
officers to enforce this law. 


The ordinance relating to the pro 


hibition of the sale or explosion o 
fireworks in the city was not readj 
for its first reading. It will be read a 
the next meeting. 


The matter of the establishment o 


fire hydrants was rererrecl to J. N 
Wilson, and resulted in a discussion 
regarding the inadequate fire protec 
tion of some portions of the first fire 
district. It was pointed out that many 
fine residences in districts like East 
Badillo and South Citrus and its in 
tersections, were totally without fa 
cilities for coping with fire. An in 
vestigation and report on conditions 
is to be made.

Greece that he wrote that beautiful 
poem "The Bride of Abydos" and that 
exquisite song the "Maid of Athens," 
which, says a Paris contemporary, 
every Englishman 01.' culture knows l>y 
heart. Documents enable us to estab- 
lish the true identity of the heron;:1 
of this poem. 
She was one of the 


three daughters of Mr. Black, English 
vice consul at Athens, at whose uou.se 
Byron for some time lived. After the 
departure of tho poet Theresa Black 
married an archaeologist, M. Pittakis. 
whose widow she became several 
years later. 
Her beauty, her charm, 


her elegance, conquered every heart. 
including Byron's. 
In 1873 the hero- 


ine of the poet was an old woman of 
upright figure and still showing signs 
of her former beauty. With age had 
come poverty. 
The London Times, 


moved by her distress, opened at this 
epoch a subscription in her favor. She 
died iu 1S75.—London Globe. 


The Gun Charmers. 


Among the more supers! itiously in- 


clined of the sporting Cingalese are 
.gun charmers, who allege that a gun 
may be charmed in different ways and 
by different methods. 
An essential 


part of the process, however, appears 
to be the muttering of certain formu- 
lae.

How a Coal Fire Protects Itself. 
A curious v,-ay in which a lire in the 


heart of a coal pile keeps itself from 
being put out is noted in a mining 
journal. Such (ires often start in the 
interior of large piles of coal owing 
to heat developed by slow oxidation, 
which is prevented by the size of the 
pile from escaping into the air. Such 
fires are difficult to put out owing to 
the fact that the burning mass turns 
the coal around it into coke, which is 
nearly impervious to water. The pile, 
may thus be thoroughly drenched 
without putting out the fire, which it 
never really reaches. 
The only way 


to deal with the situation is to drive 
into the pile a sharpened iron pipe, 
long enough to reach the burning coal, 
and then to couple a hose to the upper 
cud and turn on the water. 


Tho Cocoa Plantation. 


A traveler In South America, where 


the cocoa tree is largely cultivated, 
speaks of the great care with which 
the young plants have to be protected 
from the sun, which if very strong is 
fatal to them. To secure this protec- 
tion the planters shield them by ba- 
nana trees and plaintain trees, the 
broad leaves of which give them the 
needed shade. And even when they 
are fully grown they need protection, 
which is given by trees known as "im- 
mortels," or, as (he planters call them, 
"the. 
mother of I ho coco;!." Thus the 


whole cocoa plantation has a sort of 
canopy.
